adelphia Exposition. 
The business with Centra) America shows a very 
marked improvewent over any previous -year. 
Coffee received from there foots up 233,817 bags, 
being an increase in 1877 over 1876 of 73,664 
bags, or fally 40 per cent, Of sugar, a compara 
tively new trade, from the Ceotral American Re- 
publics we carried 22,815 bags last year, against 
6,012 bags in 1876. 
India rubber, hides, deer and goat skins, and 
indigo, all show a considerable increase ; while 
the only article that shows a falling off is cochi- 
neal, to the extent of 1,100 zeroons. 
Of European and American manufactures— 
iron, machinery, &c,—we carried for Central 
America 12,315 tons in 1876, while last year-the 
shipments across the Isthmus amounted to 17,891 
tons, being an increase of 5,576 tons, or over 40 
per cent. 
Our business with the West Coast of South 
America, to which I alluded especially in my last 
repurt, also shows satisfactory results, Of cocoa 
from Ecvador, 118,221 bags were forwarded in 
1877 by our route, against 93,796 bags in the year 
previous ; while, at the same time, the crop of 
1877 was, according to official reports, fully 26,- 
000 quintals less than that of 1876. 
Of European and American manufactures, &c., 
we delivered to the Pacific Steam Navigation Co. 
at Panama, last year, 17,208 tons, against only 
18,663 tons in 1876. 
Our freight traffic between New York and San 
Francisco (both ways) shows an increase over the 
previous year of 10,048 tons, while through pas- 
sengers exhibit a slight decrease, as indicated 
above, though the loss is less than we bad a right 
to expect when compared with the returos of other 
railroads throughout the world, 
The track and road-bed are in excellent condi 
tion, end no difficalties or drawbacks were expe 
rienced during the last rainz teason. Five bun- 
dred tons of new steels rails were laid last year, 
and one thousand tons more have just been re- 
ceived, which are already being distributed, and 
will be laid at once. When this is done, one-half 
of the entire road will be of steel.

years of honest dealings. And here, amid the 
wreck of:public faith and honor, stand Georgia 
and Texas, the sole survivors of a proud and hon- 
ored South, pow fallen from its glorious pedestal 
of the past; never more destined to acquire the re- 
specl and-confidence of the money world. But 
littlé Has been thanged in Northern securities, 
The New.
